The St. Louis Federal] grand jury has 
returned an indictment charging Ben- 
jamin F. Moffatt of Chicago, with using 


the mails with intent to defraud in cor- 
nection with the sale of stock the Buick 
Oil Co. of California. 

The indictment was reported to the 
court Thursday, but withheld from pub- 
lication until Saturday afternoon. 

St. Louisans named as witnesses are 
Mrs, Fannie Tyrill, Mrs. Mildred Wag- 
ner, Andrew Walz, E. 8. Briggs, Charles 
W. Barth, J. R. Gregg, L. W. Ham, 
trank Houts, William B. Martin, Ed- 
ward C. Spechart and William Trapp. 

Promises Appearance Monday. 

Moffatt Saturday telegraphed that he 
would be in St. Louis to give bond next 
Monday. 

The indictment alleges that Moffatt, 
with Frederick Lorenz and Benjamin 
Leven, entered into a contract with the 
Buick Oil Co., a $5,000,000 corporation, to 
buy 500,000 shares of the company’s stock 
at 15 cents a share. 

Moffatt, it is charged, then. extensive- 
ly advertised the stock for sale and ad- 
vised its purchase, saying that the stock 
he hed for sale was treasury stock and 
that all the money realized from -it 
would be put into the treasury for use 
in developing the company’s properties. 

Misrepresentation Is Charged. 

It is charged that Moffatt falsely 
represented that he was autRorized by 
the Buick Co. and by D. D. Buick, its 
president, to sell the stock, that he 
was géneral manager of the company 
and that his offices in Chicago were al- 
so the company’s headquarters. 

His advertisements said that the stock 
had paid and would continue to pay 
dividends, the indictment says, whereas 
he knew that the investment was un- 
safe and unprofitable and. that. all .the 
statements in his advertisements were 
untrue and that the stock which he 
had was common stock and not .treas- 
ury stock. 

Specific allegations in the indictment 
are that Moffatt, on Dec. 8, 1910, sent to 
J. R. Gregg of 318 South Twenty-third 
street, a letter and a circular headed: 
“Oil is King.’’ In the letter he offered 
stock at 50 cents a share and said that 
aftér midnight, Dec. 20, it would be 
worth 75 cents a share. 

Advised Immediate Purchase. 

It is further alleged that he sent an- 
other letter to Gregg, in April, 1911, ad- 
vising him to ‘“‘buy now” and reminding 
him that the stock had advanced to 7 
cents a share, This letter said the price 
soon would reach $1. 

Another letter on which the indictment 
is based is one written to E. & Briggs, 
418 Wainwright Building, containing a 
“last offer’’ to sell the stock at 50 cents 
a share. 

A similar letter, the indictment says, 
was sent to Frank Houts of 1108% North 
Vandeventer avenue. 

The indictment does not allege that 
any of the stock was sold here and is 
based on the letters sent through the 
mails in an effort to sell it.

Ralph (Chesley Ott completed his tes- 
timony in his wife’s suit for divorce 
in Judge Hitchcock’s court Saturday 
with specific denials ot Mrs. Ott’s 
charges that he strick her and her 
charge that he became intoxicated at a 
family. dinner the day after their mar-

“My wife.” he said in denial, “had 
been talking of things’ in the presence 
of guests which were not proper for dis- 
cussion outside of the family and I 
merely struck at her with my napkin 
as an indication that I wished her to 
stop.

' “Mrs. Ott was neglectful of our youn¢- 
est child,” he testified. “She would 
leave it in the crib and would not give 
it the proper attention. She said that 
she didn’t think she ought to give up 
her life for the children. I often. had 
te prepare the children’s food. 


Tells of Burt Incident, 
He said that ‘“‘Pinky’’ Burt of Musko- 


gee, Ok., who had been mentioned in 
ether testimony, accompanied them on 
the train between Beaver and Monett, 
Mo., where they changed cars for 
Springfield, and that Mrs. Ott insisted 
on‘sitting beside Burt, leaving her hus- 
band to take care of the children. 

“I called her to one side and rebuked 
her,"” he said. “I told her she ought 
to take care of the children. When we 
got onto the Springfield train at Monett, 
Burt ran along beside the train for 100 
yards holding to my wife's hand.”’ 

Ott testified that his wife refused to 
leave the train at Springfield and that 
as the train approached the station she 
went into another car.

LONDON, Dec, 14.—The chiefs of 
the four Balkan missions to the peace 
conference have drawn up the terms 
of peace which the Allies intend to 
present with a united front to the 
Turkish plenipotentaries when the con- 
ference convenes at noon. Sir BHdward 
Grey will deliver the address of wel- 
come. is 

The terms are kept secret for the 
present and the plentipotentaries 
have decided that similar secrecy 
shall mark the entire proteedings of 
the peace conference unless it may be 
considered desirable to issue commu- 
nications from time to time. This, 
however, must have the concurrence 
of all plenipotentaries. 

The delegates of the Balkan League 
have decided to propose Stojan Novako- 
vitch, the Servian ex-Premier and the 
oldest plenipotentiary, as chairman, but 
should the Turkish delegates object, an 
arrangement will be made by which the 
head of each mission shall preside al- 
ternately over the proceedings. 

Agreement Is Unanimous, 

Premier Elefterio Venizelos of Greece 
had been selected as presiding officer, 
but he tactfully withdrew in favor of 
Novakovitch.

He al- 
ways professed to be supremely happy 
and declared that he got more out of 
‘fe wandering from place to place and 
king out a Hving by selling newspapers 
‘han as the pastor of a church. 

“He* was always at his corner, rain or 
shine, and always had a cheerful word 
for his customers, even when the tem- 
rerature was below: zero. He never com- 
viained of heat or.cold, At the time of 
iis Geath he lived alone in a room at 2' 
South Fifteenth street. It is suppose 
that he was returning to his room Fri- 
day afternoon after having closed his 
day’s business and made his purchases 
when he collapsed and fell to the pave- 
ment. '

1" feet of him when he fell and is cer- 
iain no one struck him.

He lived for years 
it the Market street rooming house con- 
ducted by Gen.“ Louls C. Frye, who 
led an army similar to Coxey’s from 
San Francisco to Washington during the 
panic of 1893. He was a member of 
“rye’s classes in Greek and other clas-

Sailed as Aid to Alfred Le/ 


Blanc in Balloon Race and 
Was Entertained Here. 


At the international balloon races in 
St. Louis in 1910 Mumm sailed as aid to 
Alfred le Blanc in the Isle de France. 
After an exotting flight they landed at 
Pigamasing, Canada, 72% miles from St. 
Louls, They sailed over Lake Michigan 
and Lake Huron, at times traveling 
more than 60 miles an hour. 

While their balloon was swept over 
the Canadian wilderness packs of wolves 
followed their trail. After landing they 
walked fjve hours before finding a hab- 
itation, 

Mumm visited St, Louis after the bal- 
loon race and was entertained here by 
prominent members of the Aero Club. 

Mrs. Barnes Visited St. Louis. 
Mumm is supposed to have become 
acquainted with Mrs. Barnes some time 
before his visit to St. Louis, and she 
came here to see the start of the bal- 
loon race. On the:steamship La Savoie, 
which brought Mumm to America, was 
: beautiful woman who called herself 
Mme. M. Rue, but who was recognized 
by the ship’s captain as Mrs, Barnes. 

She did not go on deck during the 
voyage, “because,” she explained to 
women in the music room, “I am so 
beautiful that. I attract too much at- 
tention. 

“T am to be married soon to Mr. 
Mumm Jr of Paris, who is 6 feet 2 
inches tall and the handsomest man 
in the world,” she continued, accord- 
ing to the other women passengers. 

On arriving at New York, however, 
she told reporters she was “Mme. 
Rue” and declared the rumor of her 
engagement to Mumm was “utter 
foolishness.” 

“Such Beantifal Feet.” 

A few weeks prior to that time, Mrs. 
Barnes, then Mrs. Henri van Rensimer 
Barnes Creel, sailed from New York on 
La Savoie’ for London, to get a di- 
vorce from George Henri Creel, a rich 
Chilean of the same family as Enrique 
Creel, who fortnerly was the Chilean 
Minister to the United States. She had 
met Creel several years earlier in a 
gambling resort near Paris, and was 
married to him at London a few days 
later, 

On returning to New York she ex- 
claimed, ag “Mme. Rue” did. of Mumm, 
“Oh, my husband is such a wonderful 
boy! He is the handsomest man in the 
world—and such beautiful hands and 
feet!”’ 

Twelve years ago Mrs, Barnes was 
nown at nearly all‘ the race tracks 
ind fashionable restaurants in the 
cast and had many admirers among 
the wealthy men who frequentad 
those places..

Barnes 
at Home Town Friday.

Marian E. Begg, proprietor of the 
Berlin and Windermere hotels. It 
was her theory at first that Douglas 
had fallen asleep while smoking in 
bed and that the bed had caught fire 
from a long-stemmed pipe which he 
was known to smoke in bed. 

After the ruins had been examined, 
the attorneys made inquiries in the 
neighborhood, and found a new witness 
whose testimony, they believe, will be 
greatly to their client’s advantage. He 
is Paul Seith, ; janitor of the Knicker- 
bocker Apartments, 380 North Taylor 
avenue. 

Saw Fire Firat on Roof. 


Seith said he was standing on the 


Taylor avenue side of the Knickerbock- 
er when he saw fire break from the 
Berlin. It was on the roof, he detlared, 
‘and seemed to be circling around a 
small smokestack,. which served as a 
flue for the hotel kitchen, and passed 
through the third floor not far from 
Douglas’ room. 

Seith asserted that no other outburst 
of flame was visible at that time from 
where he stood. ‘ 

All this evidence, Moore céntends, 
supports the theory that the fire orig- 
inated about the third floor, which was 
swept completely by the flames, while 
the lower floors were not so badly dam- 
aged. Moore says these later revela- 
tions throw new light on the actions 
of Mrs. William E. Rose, wife of an 
army surgeon, whose rooms were on 
the third floor. 

Mrs, Rose Discovered Biase. 

Mrs. Rose was the first to give the 
alarm of fire. Clad only in her sleep- 
ing garments, she ran downstairs to the 
cigar counter in the lobby and stood 
there screaming hysterically. Gratiot 
Cabanne, who was in the bath, threw a 
bath rode around himself ard rushed to 
her side. She continued to scream for 
several minutes and Cabanne at last 
shook her violently in an effort to 
learn the cause of her excitement and 
terror. 

“The hotel is on fire,”’ she managed to 
gasp at last. 

Barbara’s lawyers declare this leads 
them to believe that the fire broke out 
on the third floor and was discovered 
by Mrs. Rose before anybody on the 
lower floors had seen it or even smelled 
the smoke. 

The nurse girl went unconcernedly 
through the ruins, showing no signs of 
remorse. In the little stairway she 
showed the attorneys how she had out- 
lined the confession to Allender. 

“I told him I leaned {far over, just 
like this," she said, leaning over the 
rail, “and dropped the match en some 
paper down there,” indicating the third 
step from the bottom. 

Joy Over Finding Latin Grammar. 

While going through the ruing of her 
home on the second floor, she gave a 
little cry and picked up something from 
the debris on the floor. 

“Why, here’s my Latin grammar,” she 


said delightedly, holding out.an almost 


unrecognizable thing that had been a 


following account of her actions during 
the fire: 

“I was asleep, and was awakened 
when the transom of my room fell in,” 
she said. “I ran out, and found the 
place filled with smoke. It seemed to 
me that the entire hallway was afire 
along the ceiling and upper part of the 
walls. The staircase up to the third 
floor also was ablaze. “ 

“The only thing I recollect doing be- 
fore leaving the hotel, is running to 
the Williamsons’ rooms and arousing 
them. I do not remember having been 
in Miss Foulke’s room, but I may have 
gone there in my excitement.” “ 

While the photographer was making 
some exterior photographs of the ruins, 
Barbara stood across the street, lean- 
ing against the fron fence surrounding 
the Sacred Heart Convent grounds, 

A large number of children, just out 
of school, stopped to watch the photog- 
rapher. They surrounded Barbara, but 
none recognized her. ; 

Pays Ne Heed toe Accusation. 

“That's the hotel the Arnold girl set 
on fire,’ cried one of thé children. Bar- 
bara paid no attention to the remark or 
to the children, but stood calmly watch- 
ing the photographer. 

The persons, besides Douglas, who per- 
ished in the Berlin fire were Mrs. C. K. 
McFadden and Mrs, ..elen Harrington 
Abeles, a young divorcee. Twelve per- 
sons were injured, but all recovered, 

The grand jury, in investigating the 
cases, ignored the Berlin fire and 
charged‘ Barbara with attempting arson 
at the Windermere Hotel only. Part 
of the evidence submitted was that Bar- 


bara obtained matches at a drug store 


near the Windermere, the evening be- 
fore the fire. Her attorneys believe the 
State will seek to convict her by circum- 
stantial evidence and will try. to use the 
Berlin statement she made to Allender. 
Barbara Appears Younger. 

Barbara explains the evidence as to 
the matches by saying that Mrs. Wil- 
liamson had asked her to get the 
matches, to be used in lighting a small 
alcohol stove, by means of which a 
medicated vapor for the treatment of 
colds was to be generated.

Oviatt Asks Mrs. A. C. Smithers 
if Complainants Are Not 
Un-Normal Persons. 


IGOE COMES TO. RESCUE 


Congressman-Elect Rebukes As- 
sociates and Ventilation In- 
quiry Proceeds. 


Women representatives of the Tuesday 
Wednesday and Friday Clubs who ap- 
peared before the Sanitary Committee 
of the House of Delegates Friday after- 
noon to ask for laws requiring . better 
heating and ventilation of street cars, 
were heckled by Delegates Oviatt, Bisch- 
off and Walker until Delegate Igoe 
voiced an appeal for courteous treat- 


ment for them. ' 

The commilttee called a public hearing 
te get information as to whether bet- 
ter heating and ventilation was demand- 
ed by the people. Mrs. A. C. Smithers 
and Mrs. Frank Steeg of the Tuesday 
Club, Miss Caroline Bates of the Asso- 
ciation of Civic Societies, Mrs. D. W. 
Haydock of the Friday Club, and other 
women attended. 

As soon as the women began speak- 
ing Delegates Oviatt, Bischoff and Walkx- 
er began asking questions. The dele- 
gates were sarcastic. : 

Oviatt Asks About Complainants. 

Mrs. Smithers was the first club wom- 
an to be subjected to the heckling proc- 
esas. After she had stated that the sys- 
tem of heating the street cars by stoves 
in one end or the middle of the cars 
produced excessive heat in one part of 
the car, while the other part was cold, 
and that the air in some of the cars 
was so foul that it made people sick, 
Delegate Oviatt asked: 

‘‘Now .Mrsa. Smithers, isn’t tt a fact 
that the persons who are complaining 


obout the heating and ventilating of the!/. 


cars are persons whose systems are not 
normal?” 

Mrs. Smithers, apparently angered by 
Oviatt’s manner, replied that she knew 
inany of the complaints were from per- 
sons in normal health. The bad air and 
improper heating, she argued, tended to 
injure the health of the people who 
rede on the cars. - 

Asks About Her Automobile, 

Oviatt then asked Mrs. Smithers at 
what hour of the day she rode on the 
street cars. Then Delegate Bischoff 
asked: 

“You own an automobile, 
Mrs. Smithers?’ 

"I do,” answered Mrs. Smithers, 
I also ride in the street cars.”’ 

Bischoff asked Mrs. Smithers numer- 
ous questiona as to how often she used 
her automobile and how often she rode 
on the street cars... He 
sistent that Congressman-elect Igoe pro- 
tested against the treatment the commit- 
tee was giving the.women. 

‘Tt seems to me,’ said Igoe, “it is 
about time to quit asking these women 
foolish questions and treat them with 
proper courtesy. They are entitled to 
come here and state their views, and 
this committee should treat them with 
proper respect.”’ 

Tell of Electically Heated Car. 

Mrs. Steeg took up the aggument 
where Mrs. Smithers left off, and stated 
that cars in other cities were heated 
by electricity. In answer to a question 
she said that cars in Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and the Pacific Coast cities 
were so heated. 

“Do you know of any one,” Oviatt 
asked her, ‘“‘whose health has been in- 
jured by riding in improperly heated 
and ventilated cars?’’

Headache After Each Ride. 

Mrs. Haydock, the last’ speaker, 
was given more respectful attention. 
She said the foul air of the street 
cars was a menace to public health. 

‘The people of all races and na- 
tions ride in the street cars,” said 
Mrs. Haydock. “There are children 
of St. Louls whose clothes are sewed 
on them at the beginning of winter 
and never changed until warm 
weather comes. They ride in the 
street cars’ with other persons and 
contaminate the air which others 
must breathe. I seldom ride in a 
street car that I donot get home with 
a headache, due to breathing foul 
air.” 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, president 
of the United Rallways, said the com- 
pany was doing everything In its pow- 
er to provide proper heat and yentila- 
tion. It has tested many heating and 
ventilating devices he said, andia try- 
ing a new device on 8@cars. If this 
proves satisfactory, he said, all the 
street cars will be equipped with it 
before another winter.

BORDER 10 GOS! 
MEXICO $86,000 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Twenty- 
three Americans who were wounded or 


whose relatives were killed or wounded 
by shots from across the Mexican bor- 
der in April or May, 1911, should re- 
ceive indemnities aggregating . $36,000 
from the Mexican Government, accoré- 
ing to a report to Congress by a com- 
anission of army officers authorized to 
investigate the cases. All claims of 
Mexicans injured on the American side 
by bullets from Mexican revolutionists 
or Federal soldiers were disapproved. 

The commission reported that Law- 
rence F. Converse and Edward M. Piatt, 
Americans who were captured on Amer- 
ican soil by Mexican Federals, were not 
entitled to indemnity, although the Mex- 
i¢airs ‘conimfttéd an ifftefnational wrong 
on crossing the border. Converse and 
Platt claimed $50,000 each. 

The following claims were among 
those approved, the amounts being re- 
duced in each instance: 

For injuries at EI Paso, Tex.: Adolfo 
Varela, gunshot wound to daughter, 
$3000; Virginia Moorhead, wounded 
through body, $3000; Abundio Soto, gun- 
shot wound to wife, $4000; Edwin C. 
Heaton, wounded through leg, $2000; 
Cella Griffiths, husband killed, $15,000 
A. R. Chandler, son killed, $12,000. 

For injuries at Douglas, Ariz.: Emma
